More than a HUNDRED BIl- 
LION CUPS of~coffee are drunk 
in the United Statés ach year. 
But coffee is much more than 
a drink. It is no exaggeration to 
say the future of the two great 
‘‘western islands,’’ North and 
South America, and Central 
America which links them, like- 
ly will be determined by the fu- 
ture of coffee. 


‘Brown Gold’ 


Dr. Andres Uribe of Colombia 
has written a book about coffee. 
(‘Brown Gold’ — Random 
House.) It is readable, informa- 
tive, and vastly entertaining, 
which is all one could ask of a 
book. The official United States 
representative of the Coffee 
Growers of Colombia since 1946, 
the biographical note specifies 
he “eats, sleeps, drinks coffee— 
six or eight cups a day.” (For 
one who has that much coffee 
before starting the day’s routine, 
Dr. Uribe seems almost a tee- 
totaler.) 

The book is a history of cof- 
fee—and a study in its eco 
nomics.

Senate Tax 
Truce Plan 
Gains Favor

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (#—In- 
fluential Senate Democrats today 
were reported backing a compro- 
mise that might help bring a truce 
in the congressional tax battle with 
President Eisenhower. 

The new plan would put off until 
July 1, 1956, the proposed $20-a- 
person income tax cut and would 
extend present corporation and ex- 
cise levies to the same date. 


GEORGE UNDECWED 


Sen. George (D-Ga) said he did 
not know whether such a proposal 
would be laid before the Senate 
Finance Committee tomorrow. The 
committee meets then to consider 
a House-approved tax bill carrying 
the $20 reduction which Eisenhow- 
er has denounced as reaching ‘‘the 
heights of fiscal irresponsibility.” 
George said that if a situation 
arises where a compromise seems 
in order ‘“‘we might do something 
about it.’”’ 

From other sources it was 
learned that the compromise, re- 
portedly first suggested by Sen. 
Smathers (D-Fla), has. the tacit 
approval of Democfatic committee 
members with the exceptien of 
Chairman Byrd: (D-Va). 

Byrd said he had not been con- 
sulted and would not comment. 
There were indications, however, 
that he was not likely to receive 
the proposal favorably. 

The Virginian has opposed cut- 
ting any taxes now because of the 
prospect of further increasing the 
federal deficit.

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The Future’s Key 
Lies in Planning 


f Atlanta owes its existence to its loca- 
tion. But it owes its preeminence in many 
fields to the people who live here. 

The city was founded because the lay 
of the land dictated that here railroad 
lines must meet. It owes its present size 
and many advantages to the enterprise 
of its population and the vision of its 
leaders. What Atlanta will be tomorrow 
depends on the will of the people. 

Sunday, Albert Riley of the Consti- 
tution staff commenced@ phase by phase 
analysis of the Metropolitan Planning 
Commission’s latest report. It is a master 
plan for the development of the Atlanta 
Metropolitan Area. Titled “Now—for To- 
morrow,” it is a splendid presentation. 

Barring cataclysms, the report fore- 
casts a population by 1980 of at least 
1,250,000, a reasonably conservative esti- 
mate when the growth of the recent past 
is considered. 

The test of a city is not in its size, 
but in its convenience and livability. 
Atlanta is fortunate in that it is not 
hernmed in by water and mountains. With 
proper planning it can grow spaciously. 

The planning commission’s new re- 
port suggests ways by which the city’s 
growth can be controlled. It recommends 
methods by which the downtown area can 
be ‘kept alive and functioning, not only 
as the center of this metropolitan area 
but as the heart of the entire Southeast. 
There are plans for the control of traf- 
fic, for the development of air rights over 
the railroads, for new parks, and new 
residential and industrial areas. 

As cities count their age, Atlanta is 
young. Its period of greatest growth is 
only commencing. It is fortunate that it 
can avoid the mistakes made by older cit- 
ies, for Atlanta still is in the formative 
stage and can be anything it wants. 

The Metropolitan Planning Commis- 
sion’s idea of what the Atlanta of the 
future should be is exciting. In the final 
analysis however, it is only a guide. 
Whether the city grows into an orderly, 
pleasant metropolis, or whether it be- 
comes a place of snarling confusion, 
strangled by its own unplanned growth, 
is up to the people of the city.

The Reasoning Behind 
Ike’s Road Proposals 


In considering the massive nature of 
President Eisenhower’s road-building pro- 
posal, all levels of government have in- 
vested a total of only $23,000,000,000 in 
highway improvements in the last 10 
years In the next decade, the President 
proposes more than four times that figure. 

The 1953 expenditures of $3,729,000,- 
000 would be increased to nearly three 
times that under the new program. We 
would be spending $5,000,000,000 more 
on roads each year for the next decade 
than the 1953 figure. 

Is the program justified? 

The Bureau of Public Roads and the 
President’s advisory commission, among 
others, think so. 

They point out that we have barely 
built our road investment back to what it 
was prior to the war, while use and de- 
mand have gone far ahead. During the 
same period, there has been an increase 
of 87 per cent in the number of registered 
vehicles and the number is increasing at 
the rate of more than 2,000,000 a year. 
There will be 80,000,000 vehicles on the 
roads by 1965 and 100,000,000 by 1975. 

To raise our depreciated highway sys- 
tem per vehicle to prewar standards would 
require an investment of $75,000,000 by 
1965, say these experts. If we are to take 
care of added vehicular traffic, the invest- 
ment will have to be much larger. 

The proposal is justified in another 
way, too—in reduction of traffic deaths 
and in cutting transportation costs. On the 
basis of deaths per 100,000 population, 
there has been an increase since 1945 of 
from 21.2 to 24.2. 

The program is massive but the careful 
survey on which it is based shows that it 
will merely meet the actual needs. It will 
bring the nation’s roads in felation to ve- 
hicles up to prewar standards. It is de- 
signed to overcome the static depression 
years as well as the war years in which 
road building was at.a standstill. 


Millen, Jenkins County 
Go All Out for Industry 


The up-and-coming city of Millen in 
Jenkins County is out to get a share of 
the new industry coming into Georgia. 
It is an ambition that’s shared by most 
Georgia counties and communities, but 
Millen. and Jenkins want to do something 
about it. 

Forty-eight of the town’s citizens vis- 
ited the Georgia Department of Com- 
merce the other day to present their 
case. They described in detail what the 
town: has to offer—electric power, gas, 
water, railroad and highway facilities, 


climate, a healthy citizenry, schools and 
churches. 

They were listened to with courtesy 
and interest. The Central of Georgia Rail- 
road and two Atlanta banks offered to 
help them to make a complete survey of 
their potential. After this is completed, 
Millen will know its capacities and what 


it must do to improve them. And any in- 


terested industry can be presented with 
facts and figures. 

Communities that have been success- 
ful in getting industry have left nothing 
to chance. They know their potential and 
how to sell it. The advice to Millen and 


Jenkins County would apply te any com- 


munity in Georgia. 

We commend these forward-looking 
citizens for their determination to build 
a balanced community. Such determina- 
tion can but be rewarded with success.

America Is Strangling 


In Miles of Red Tape 


Red tape, paper work and as many 
copies of everything as possible have been 
synonymous with government since paper 
became available in quantity. 

The Hoover Commission, which has 
been studying federal procedure in an 
effort to effect economy in government, 
has issued a report on the. enormous 
amount of paper used annually by the 
bureaucrats. The commission estimated 
that paper work costs the taxpayers 
about $4,000,000,000 a year and that an 
economy program could save at ieast 
$250,000,000. 

The - report contains some startling 
facts. The government, for instance, uses 
enough paper each year to reach from 
here to the moon 13 times. Three quar- 
ters of a million people devote their full 
time to paper handling. Space to house 
these paper shufflers has a rental value 
of $180,000,000 a year, and space to store 
these records would fill a file drawer 
extending from Washington to Moscow. 

The commission has been doing splen- 
did work in discovering overlapping func- 
tions and waste in our huge federal bu- 
reaucracy. Many of its recommendations 
have been carried out with considerable 
savings to the taxpayers. Incidentally, the 
commission estimated that all this paper 
work costs the average family of four 
$100 a year in taxes. 

The commission has urged a big re- 
duction in the torrents of paper that flow 
from Washingto each year. The tax- 
payers heartily concur, not only for rea- 
sons of economy but as a time and nerve 
saver. Filling out the government’s many 
forms and translating governmentese into 
understandable English, costs the taxpay- 
ers additional millions and wear and tear 
each year that the commission touched on 
but lightly. 


Red Regimes Depend 


On Tension to Survive 


It is apparent that the new Soviet 
regime is in full support of the Red Chi- 
nese and is promoting the current ten- 
sion in the Formosa Straits. Mao’s blus- 
tering, threatening speech recently— 
an outright threat of atomic war against 
the United States—is proof enough of 
that. Bulganin’s assurances clinch it. 

The threat was not only against the 
United States but against West Europe 
as well. The entire scheme is to be played 
on a worldwide basis. The Red Chinese 
campaign will continue while the Soviet 
Union attempts to split the United States 
and its European allies by threats of 
atomic war against them. 


Communist foreign policy is still de-. 


signed to split the Western alliance, to 
prevent rearmament of West Germany, 
to gain Red China a seat in the UN, and 
to win Formosa. These are preludes to 
their bigger schemes of world domination. 

Internally, the Communists will con- 
tinue to frighten their own people into 
submission by constant propaganda 
against the United States’ “aggression.” 
They will play the theme that America 
plans an atomic war against them. The 
Reds will sustain themselves and their 
demands for more and more sacrifices 
from their people by going back to Stalin’s 
internal tactics of a perpetual state of 
emergency. , 

This is borne out by an interview 
with Nikolai E. Khoklov, former tup 
Soviet secret agent who deserted to the 
West, in an interview in the Feb. 14 issue 
of U.S. News and World Report. Discuss- 
ing the Kremlin’s shakeup, he says: 


“You must convince the Soviet people that 
they are one day going to have to fight, be- 
cause the West is.an aggressive enemy. 
This is an old trick, one that Stalin has used 
many times. And now, once again, it has 
been proven that there is only one way to 
maintain the Soviet system—only one way— 
and this is by using the idea of inevitable 
conflict between the Soviet state and the 
Western democracies.”’ 


Fhe new Russian “team,” say the. ex- 
perts, is going back to that Stalinist 
concept. They doubt if the Reds are will- 
ing to risk major war but the world will 
continue in a state of jitters indefinitely. 
We must be patient and ready.

Women Voters’ Official Says City Pay Rate 
Is Concern of Aldermen, Not Legislature 


Atlanta—The League of Women 
Voters of Atlanta is not in a posi- 
tion to say whether or not the 
raises grAnted in the closing hours 
of the Legislature to certain city 
department heads and employes 
were deserved. 


We do say, however, that it is 
the prerogative of the Board of 
Aldermen, and not of the four 
members of the Fulton County leg- 
islative delegation, to set the pay 
of city employes. Certainly the cus- 
tom of passing last-minute legis- 
lation without the knowledge of the 
people or opportunity for an ex- 
pression of their opinion is undemo- 
cratic. 


» By the same token, it is poor 
governmental procedure for our 
four legislators to make changes 
involving expenditures after the 
budget of the city of Atlanta has 
been passed and then expect the 
Finance Committee and the Board 
of Aldermen to administer them. 
We consider the Omnibus Bill a 
custom deserving strong condem- 
nation. The city budget for 1955 
has already been adopted after 
most careful consideration by the 
Finance Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen and with knowledge 
of the duties and qualifications of 
city employes. Any adjustment of 
salary schedules should be made 
by the Aldermen. 


This is particularly true of the 
salaries of employes under the 
Merit System, There is no excuse 
for singling out for raises 20 
employes who are on civil service 
pay schedules. 


If the legislative delegation seri- 
ously contemplates that the Board 
of Aldermen will avail themselves 
of the provision of the law which 
permits them to return to the old 
salary schedule after one month, 
they have in effect granted a bonus 
to certain chosen employes. If that 
was not their intent, they have 
taken upon themselves a right 
which belongs to the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

This is indeed another strong 
argument for Home Rule. The 
League urges the Board of Alder- 
men to exercise those powers of 
Home Rule which they have.

From the time Carl Rountree 
bought the Dawson News nine 
years ago, he searched diligently 
for a copy of the first newspaper 
printed in Terrell County. The 
Dawson publisher struck paydirt 
the other day. Among the old pa- 
pers gathering dust in the base- 
ment vault of the Terrell County 
ordinary’s office, he found Volume 
1, Number 1, of the Dawson Weekly 
Journal, 


This first paper was published 
Feb. 2, 1866, 14 months after Appo- 
mattox. Printed on paper made 
from rags, not wood, the copy is 
in a good state of preservation. 

The fact of the discovery is im- 
portant to Carl. ‘‘One of the really 
happy experiences of my newspa- 
per career,’ he says in reporting 
the find. The fact that the files 
are complete from the first edi- 
tion on is important to the Terrell 
County historian. 


But what I think is most inter- 
esting about that Volume 1, Num- 
ber 1, is the inaugural statement 
of the publishers, Elam and J. E. 
Christian. 

They said editorially, ‘‘We shall 
endeavor to make our paper ac- 
ceptable to politicians of every 
strife, Christians of every denomi- 
nation, mechanics, artists and 
planters of every description and 
trust we shall receive their assist- 
ance in building up such a news- 
paper as will attract the attention 
of the capitalist and the emigrant 
and make all the elements of a 
rich region of country known to 
the world.” 


Evidently, the Christian brothers 
were playing it safe like the pub- 
lisher who told his young editor 
what not to write about, then 
added significantly, ‘““You can give 
the Chinese hell. There’s only one 
in town.”’ 

The road to pleasing ‘‘politicans 
of every strife’’ and ‘‘Christians 
of every denomination’’ must have 
been rocky. The early Terrell 
County paper had 14 separate own- 
ers and almost as many names 
in its first 23 years.

Important Part Is 
To Say the Prayer 


In this column a week or so ago I quoted one 
of the petitions of The Lord's Prayer as: “And.

It 
isn’t that any church has changed 
the translation of The Bible that 
most people read today, rather it 
is that some churches did not 
change their prayer to conform 
with the later translation in the 
year 1611. 

However, as I study that pe- 
tition it seems to me that it would 
be good to use all three. words 
because each gives part of the 
thought I feel sure The Lord had 
in mind. The word ‘debt’ suggests 
failure to discharge obligations. 
Not only financial, there are also 
such debts as the debts of friend- 
ship, citizenship and many others. 
Where is there one among us who 
has discharged his debts to his 
fellow man? ‘Forgive us for leav- 
ing undone the things we ought to 
have done,” is a prayer we all 
need to pray. 

‘Trespasses’ indicate unlawful 
use of what belongs to another. 
We see signs, “‘No Trespassing,” 
which means to keep off. Listen 
to the conversation of almost any 
group and more often than not you 
will hear someone’s good name 
being trespassed upon. The other

rights of another. In many ways 
we misuse what belongs to some- 
one else. 

‘Sin’ means wrong and we recall 
the words of Christ, “He that is 
without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her” 
(John 8:7). That will cause any 
of us to turn and walk away be- 
cause ag the Bible says, ‘‘All have 
sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God’ (Romans 3:23). No matter 
which of the three words you 
choose to use, certainly the im- 
portant thing is to pray that 
prayer. 

In fact, this is the only petition 
the Lord emphasized. He made no 
further comment at that time in 
regard to the coming of God's 
kingdom of our need for bread, 
but He did feel it necessary to say 
after the prayer was completed, 
“For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your Heavenly Father will 
also forgive you: But if ye forgive 
not men their trespasses, neither 
will your Father forgive your tres- 
passes” (Matt.

Never forget, the words “for 
giving’ and ‘“‘forgiven”’ are forever 
linked together. Unless we forgive, 
we will never be forgiven.

Eisenhower, Nelson A. Rockefeller, 


House assistant, is exploring with all agencies of

the government the proposal-that some of the nation’s vast wheat sur- 
plus. be given to the Soviet people. to relieve emergency. suffering due 
to the Kremlin-admitted breakdown in its farm program. 


Rockefeller is the newly ap- 
pointed coordinator of United 
States psychological strategy, suc- 
ceeding C. D. Jackson, and as 
such is a prime architect in de- 
veloping cold-war programs. 

It is evident that President Ei- 
senhower has personally interested 
himself in the idea of making a 
gesture of good will directly to the 
Russian people by offering them 
some relief from food shortages— 
if the Kremlin will permit them 
to have the wheat, 

Rockefeller’s assignment is to 
make a full-scale study of the proj- 
ect in order to equip the President 
and the Cabinet with all the argu- 
ments, pro and con, so that an 
early administration decision can 
be made. 

At the moment the administra- 
tion is seeking: 

To determine whether any spe- 
cial legislation would be required 
to us@ government-owned surplus 
wheat in this manner: The prob- 
ability is that present legislation 
is adequate. 

To decide whether wheat could 
be offered to the Soviet people in 
a quaritity sufficient to alleviate 
immediate distress without 
strengthening the Soviet economy; 
in other words, is it practieal to 
try to help the Russian people 
without helping the Russian dicta- 
torship?

WASHINGTON—The politician’s life is an un- 
easy one. That goes for members of Congress who 
are constantly on exhibition in the big goldfish 


bowl which is the Capitol Building. 


To judge whether such an ac- 
tion would be understood generally 
throughout the world as a gesture 
of simple humanity and not be- 
come interminably tangled in glo- 
bal controversy. 


Rockefeller has already sounded 


out officials of the State, Treasury 
and Agricultural Departments and 
the Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration. 

He has found divergent opinions 
among top-level officers of the 
government. Indications are that 
the Department of Agriculture 
would favor the proposal. The 
present consensus at the State De- 
partment appears to be against it. 

Reports that the White House is 
considering a vast food give-away 
program to Russia running into 
millions of tons of wheat costing 
more than a billion dollars, are 
without foundation. 


Those who have advocated the 
proposal to the President feel that 
it would be a healthy demonstra- 
tion of what free farmers can do 
to offer something off the top of 


a free-world surplus to a people ° 


suffering from a government-pro- 
duced food deficit. 

Rockefeller is due to have his 
report ready in a few days and 
the President’s decision will follow 
shortly.

They have just voted themselves an increase in pay. Many are 
feeling squeamish about that. Any time is a ticklish time to vote 
yourself more pay. But they thought they had picked the best. The 
bills were brought forward in House and Senate at the beginning of 
a new session of Congress, many months away from the next election, 
far enough away so that most voters would forget about it, it is hoped. 


But then, alas, along came 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of the 
House with his $20 across-the- 
board tax cut project for every 
taxpayer and every dependent in 
the taxpayer’s family. When this 
was brought up for action in the 
House, that body, as well as the 
Senate, already had voted them- 
selves a pay raise. ‘ 

President Eisenhower and Sec- 
retary of Treasury Humphrey were 
outspoken against the tax cut. 

But members, who have to vote 
—unlike those two gentlemen— 
found themselves on a spot. It is 
right embarrassing after you have 
voted yourself a nandsome raise 
in salary to deny a small measure 
of relief to the taxpayer. 

Even though it is clear that these 


are entirely separate matters and » 


should be considered on their in- 
dividual merits. ‘ 
Certainly a boost in salaries of 
members of Congress is long over- 
due, that is, considering the im- 
portant part they have in the man- 
agement of the biggest business 
in the world, which is what the 
government of the United States 
now is, and considering the need 
for capable men in .this area of 
government. Political timid- 
ity long had delayed this matter 
of simple economic justice and 
sound common sense. But Con- 
gress, bolstered by a report by a 
special commission, finally 
screwed up enough ‘spunk. 
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Then, that done, here comes Mr. 
Sam Rayburn. 


There are two factors that made 
this timing bad for members of 
Congress—even if shrewd for the 
sake of the project, itself. 

One is that the $20 tax cut is 
designed to appeal chiefly to per- 
sons of small income who were 
overlooked and became the for- 
gotten men and women in the 
three-billion-dollar tax reduction 
bill enacted last year by the 83rd 
Republican Congress. 

Another consideration for the 
member of Congress in facing up 
to the dilemma is his recognition 
that the new salaries for members 
of Congress look very handsome 
to the great bulk of his constitu- 
ents, who are at the same time the 
persons and families af small in- 
come who would very much like 
to realize the $20 across-the- 
board tax cut, as it would mean 
so much to them,

“Now that piece in there has 
been in my family down in Ala- 
bama for years.”’ said Mrs. John 
Shaw, waving toward a marbie- 
top cherry chest of drawers. 
“I've always loved antiques.” 

About that time Mr. Shaw ap 
peared in the doorway. 

“Did I hear somé@body men 
tion antiques’ he asked. 

“Now here's something really 
old. It came from a pub on my 
parents’ property in Birming- 
ham, England. See the date 
there? It is 1763. It's really an 
insurance box. In fact I'll bet it's 
the forerunner of today’s health 
insurance.” 


“SOCIETY OF WEEDON” 

The small oak box, made with 
wooden pegs, -has .on the inner 
side of the lid a piece of paper 
on which is printed the rules of 
the ‘‘Society of Weedon, County 
of Northampton.” 

It says in part that ‘‘no mem- 


ber is entitled to any benefit 
from the box until one year be 
expired from the day of entrance 
of his contribution and profits to 
that time cleared up. After 
which time 4f he falls into any 
sickness, lameness, etc., with 
certain sicknesses excepted, 
there shall be five shillings a 
week.”

Then Mr. Shaw went on to ex- 
plain some of the antiques which 
came from his side of the fam- 
ily—antiques he pointed out were 
old when America was founded. 

“Look at this old clock,”’ he 
said, winding a4 massive grand- 
father type. ‘‘The front panel 
here came from Chester Cathe- 
dral, which was restored in the 


14th Century.” 


The Shaws have many hand- 
some Jacobean pieces in their 
home on Delmont drive. They 
brought them to the United 
States in 1948 from Birmingham,

England, when Mr. Shaw was 
transferred by the Coca-Cola Co. 

Mrs. Shaw is the former Sara 
Blanchard of Anniston, Ala., and 
met her husband in Albany 
where he was training as a Roy- 
al Air Force pilot. They mar- 
ried in Anniston in 1942. 

Mr. Shaw said the Jacobean 
furniture has been in his family 
for more than 300 years. It is all 
heavy oak with extensive carv- 
ing. There are two coffin or joint 
stools, a two-part chest of draw- 
ers, a gateleg table and dower 
chests. 


REST FOR OOFFINS 


The stools, according to Mr. 
Shaw, got their names from their 
dual use, and possession of a 
pair is somewhat unusual now. 
On them rested the coffin of any 
deceased member of the house- 
hold, and on one of them the 
master of the house usually sat 
to carve meat. Higher than an 
ordinary chair or bench, it gave

his elbows plenty of clearance. 
The Shaws use the stools as 
end tables. 


One of the interesti.g chairs 
owned by the Shaws is also a 
Jacobean. Mr. Shaw explained: 

“It was used in my father’s 
library and when it is unfolded 
makes a small ladder to be 
used in a library for reaching 
the higher shelves.”’ 


ANSELLINI PAINTING 


The Shaws also have an An- 
sellini painting of the Virgin and 
Child, Dresden candelabra and 
figurines, Waterford glass de- 
canters and a Queen Anne lov- 
ing cup of chased silver. 

“‘Now these Queen Anne chairs 
are two of my favorite antiques,”’ 
Mrs. Shaw said. . 

“But that’s not really old, 
honey,” Mr. Shaw continued. 
“It’s just 18th Century. Now 
these things from my home, 
they are 17th Century. That’s a 


hundred years’ difference.”

He was in to chat of beauty (Esther Williams in “Jupiter's 
Darling’) and drama (Spencer Tracy in “Bad Day at Black 
Rock’’) and I snagged a few hints from him for those of us who 
would rather approach the guillotine than the photographer's 
bench. 


It’s not the way you look, Pudding Face. Oh, no. It’s the way 
you feel inside. Or so Mr. Bull led me to believe. 

He says if you go to a photographer whose work you ad- 
mire, arrive there in time for your appointment, feel rested and 
optimistic, leave off the gooky make-up and listen to some good 
music. . . well, you come out looking just darling. Or, at least, 
not as repulsive as usual. 

Mr. Bull has a great affection for movie stars who arrive 
for their photographic appointments on ‘time, take direction eas- 
ily and don’t palaver too much about “‘my good side and my bad 
side.” 

He’s willing to play for them any kind of music they like—- 
and MGM spends more on records and record players than cam- 
eras and lens, Mr. Bull says. 


Most of today’s crop of young beauties like lively music. 
Leslie Caron and Debbie Reynolds, for instance. Lana Turner 
brings in her own records and Garbo who, as all us elderly 
ones recall, photographed like an angel, either asked for a sym- 
phony or ailence. No halfway measures for Garbo. 


Mr. Bull liked photographing Garbo. He has a choice collec- 
tion of pictures of her which have never been published, one 
showing her in a happy, laughing mood which most people said 
was simply un-Garboish. 


“She was happy and laughing like that at times,” he re- 
called. “But if we were taking pictures in here and somebody 
walked through the next room, even if they couldn't see her, 
she would freeze.” 


Mr. Bull was the only still photographer for whom Garbo 
would pose. He has won three Academy Awards for portraiture 
and pictorial studies, and once Paramount tried to hire him to 
photograph Mariene Dietrich the way he did Garbo.-He refused 
the job, and later when he finally knew Miss Dietrich she 
thanked him for it. 


“We'll be friends,”’ she said—and they are. 


Mr. Bull has always been careful. to avoid lists of Most 
Beautiful and Most Photogenic, but as long as they are not 
placed in any particular order he is willing to list 10 actresses, 
who are tops photographically. They are, as they came to his 
mind, Jean Harlow (‘‘Ah, what perfection of coloring!’’), Gloria 
Swanson, Hedy Lamarr, Garbo, Esther Williams, Eleanor Parker, 
Norma Shearer, Lana Turner, Ava Gardner and Elizabeth Taylor.

At the turn of the century, out 
of every 1,000 babies who sur- 
vived birth, 162 could be expect- 
ed to die before reaching the 
first birthday. Nowadays, fewer 
than 30 succumb in the same 
circumstances. The figures are 


less startling when adults are in- 
cluded in any group of 1,000 per- 
sons. in 1900, 17 of this number 
passed away whereas today, the 
death rate is less than 9.
